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MILITARY ADES HANDLE AS SPECAT EXCLUSIVE 

1 . ALHOUGH WE WOULD WISH THAT THE GOVERNMENTS OF ICELAND 
AND THE UK COULD SETTLE THE FISHERIES DISPUTE NOW RAGING 
BETWEEN THEM BILATERALLY, WE MUCH PREFER THAT THE ICELAND- 
ERS BRING THEIR CASE TO NATO THAN TO THE UN WHERE THE POTEN- 
TIAL FOR MISCHIEF IS WELL KNOWN. WE THEREFORE HOPE THAT 
MONDAY S NAC SESSION CAN BE SEEN BY THE GOI AND THEREFORE 
BY THE POPULATION IN ICELAND. AS A SINCERE EFFORT BY NATO 
TO UNDERSTAND THE SITUATION. UNFORTUNATELY, AS YOU RIGHTLY 
PINT OUT. THE ICELANDERS SEEK NOT JUST A FORUM FOR THE PRE- 
SENTATION OF THEIR POINT OF VIEW, BUT ALSO ACTUAL SUPPORT 
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IS SOMETHING THAT FOR MANY REASONS NEITHER WE NOR NATO CAN 
GIVE. 

2. WE AGREE THAT IN THE NATO FORUM. THE UNITED STATES CAN- 
NOT BE SILENT AND WE APPROVE OF THE APPROACH YOU OUTLINED 
IN PARA 7 REFTEL. YOUR STATEMENT IN THE NAC SHOULD GIVE 
THE GOVERNMENTS OF ICELAND AND THE UK THE DEFINITE UNDER- 
STANDING OF THE SERIOUSNESS WITH WHICH WE VIEW THE SITUA- 
TION, THE CLEAR PICTURE THAT THE UNITED STATES CANNOT TAKE 
SIDES ON THE SUBSTANTIVE ISSUES INVOLVED, AND THE ASSURANCE 
THAT WE ARE WATCHING THE SITUATION CAREFULLY. IN ADDITION, 
YOU SHOULD MAKE CLEAR THAT WE ARE PLEASED THAT THE GOI HAS 
BROUGHT THE MATTER TO NATO, POINTING OUT THAT NATO IS THE 
BEST FORUM AVAILABLE FOR CONSIDERATION OF A DISPUTE BETWEEN 
TWO ALLIES. IN ORDER TO MAKE OPTIMUM USE OF THE NATO FORUM 
YOU SHOULD URGE THE TWO ALLIES TO GIVE SYG MEDIATION ROLE A 
FAIR CHANCE TO ADVANCE THE POSSIBILITIES FOR A JUST AND 
EQUITABLE SETTLEMENT, INDICATING THAT WE STRONGLY SUPPORT 
SUCH A ROLE FOR LUNS. 

3. YOU SHOULD ALSO CONVEY PRIVATELY TO LUNS THAT WE HOPE 
HE CAN MEDIATE BETWEEN THE TWO SIDES IN THIS DISPUTE. 

SHOULD HE DECIDE TO GO TO REYKJAVIK TO PURSUE A MEDIATION 
ROLE, YOU SHOULD SUGGEST THAT HE ATTEMPT TO OBTAIN SOME 
ASSURANCE FROM BOTH UK AND ICELAND THAT THEY WILL TRY TO 
AVOID INCIDENTS WHICH COULD COMPLICATE HIS MISSION.
